COMING, GAYDA SAYS 


ROME, March 29 (AP).—Virginio 
Gayda, authoritative Fascist editor, 
said today “a new and more vital 
clash between the Axis forces and 
those. of the British Empire is 
drawing near” in the Mediterran- 
ean area. 

In. this impending battle, Gayda 
wrote in Il Giornale d'Italia, the 
British will feel the losses they 
have suffered in their various of- 
fensives against the Italians in Af- 
rica, especially those inflicted. upon 
them by the defenders of Cheren, 
Eritrea. 

Gayda said that while the loss of 
Cheren did not mean the end of 
the battle in Eritrea the Italians 
desired “to create no excessive il- 
lusions” in view of the handicaps 
under which they were operating. 

The British capture of Cheren, 

he asserted, was due solely to “the 
superiority of brute force” and es- 
pecially to the “crushing superior 
ity of the imperial air forces.” 
The British began the offensive, 
he said, with 120,000 men, while 
the Italians had only “a few tens 
of thousands.” '

Collection 
of the Democratic campaign chest 
was started after the March 7 pri- 
mary, he added. 

The Republicans have raised not 
more than $50,000 so far, according 
to Carl G. Stifel, treasurer of the 
Becker-for-Mayor Finance Commit- 
tee, but he said his figures were 
not complete. Asked if the Repub- 
lican fund was likely to total $95,- 
000,. Stifel said: “No, not anywhere 
near that much.” 

Republican campaign speakers 
repeatedly have charged that the 
city employes have been heavily 
lugged to raise a Democratic cam- 
paign fund of $150,000 in order to 
“put Dickmann over.” 

Mayor Dickmann said city em- 
ployes, in contributing to his cam- 
paign fund, had done so voluntar- 
ily. “I specifically instructed all 
my department heads several weeks 
ago not to solicit any funds,” he 
added. “Any contributions made 
were the result of loyalty to the 
administration and because the city 
employes want the Democratic par- 
ty to win the election.” 

Inquiry at the City Hall has 
shown that in most departments 
employes contributed from $5 to 
$25 to the Democratic campaign 
chest after being informed that 
contributions would be “accepta- 
ble.”

If Germany decides to continue 
with its program for driving the 
Greeks and British out of Greece, 
it must move through the less fa- 
vorable Bulgar route unless it first 
fights the Serbs to get access to 
the more practicable Vardar Valley 
of Yugoslavia.

The Balkan situation is full of 
potentialities as a result of last 
week’s developments.

Barter Deal.

PIETER SJOERD GER- 
p BRANDY is just the kind of 
man. you would expect The 
Netherlands to have as Prime Min- 
ister. 

He is short, round and  red- 
cheeked, and he speaks English 
with what sounds like a Dutch ac- 
cent. He drinks Holland’s gin and 
smokes good cigars, and he has a 
fine walrus mustache which gives 
him a picturesque and homely 
touch. 

First appearances may be de- 
ceiving in the case of Prof, Ger- 
brandy. He is just as pleasant as 
he looks, but he is no country 
bumpkin. He is not even a Dutch- 
man in the proper sense-of the 


‘word, for he comes from Friesland 


(province northeast of the Zuider 
Zee) and he had to learn Dutch 
as a foreign language. He is a dis- 
tinguished student of international 
law, with an urbane mind, and is 
deeply religious and utterly demo- 
cratic. — 

Most of the Allied governments 
now in exile are fortunate enough 
to have respectable, eminently de- 
cent and intelligent leaders. Many 
of them have emerged into full 
prominence since the invasion of 
their. countries. Many of them 
will probably remain in high posi- 
tions if Britain wins the war, and 
will take a prominent part in the 
rehabilitation of their homelands. 
Prof, Gerbrandy answers this de- 
scription. He is one of the finds 
of this war, and his voice promises 
to be heard. 

His ideas are those of the aver- 
age intelligent Dutchman. For his 
own country, he seeks redemption; 
beyond that, he looks forward to a 
new Europe in which all free, demo- 
cratic peoples will co-operate to 
maintain security and Christian 
principles. Being a Christian, Prof. 
Gerbrandy is not afraid to employ 
that expression. . 


“‘We Are Still a Nation.” 


“The Netherlands,” says Prof. 
Gerbrandy, “is not a single coun- 
try,, and the fact that the Ger- 
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mans have seized our continental 
European territory does not mean 
The Netherlands is conquered. Our 
kingdom consists of four compo- 
nent parts, of which The Nether- 
lands, in Europe, is only one. We 
have no colonies. The Netherlands 
East Indies, Curacao and Surinam 
—Dutch Guiana—are all still free. 

“I cannot impress too firmly 
upon Americans the fact that we 
still stand as a nation. We have 
a navy in Europe and the East 
Indies, Resistance will never dis- 
appear. The whole people are dedi- 
cated to the Queen. Cohesion be- 
tween the four parts of the king- 
dom is greater than ever before. 
The loyglty of the East Indian peo- 
ples is overwhelming. 

“One of the reasons I am so cer- 
tain that the Germans will never 
conquer Holland is that it is a real 
historical state, more solidly found- 
ed than most of other states in the 
world. 

“Gur first war aim is to restore 
our whole kingdom in co-operation 
with the Allies. When we come to 
consider our further, broader aims, 
we must do so in collaboration with 
our allies, but there are certain 
lines we must follow. 

Limit to Co-operation. 

“There can be real collaboration 
only between those who follow the 
game principles. Certainly, we 
cannot have co-operation with 
people who do not believe in inter- 
national law.” 

He might have gone further and 
said that there could not be co- 
operation between those nations 
which professedly are guided by 
Christian principles and _ those 
which are not. The Netherlands 
consistent stand against the Soviet 
Union’s entry into the League of 
Nations is no secret.

WITH THE MIDDLE EAST 
COMMAND, March 29. — 

HERE may be some obstacle 

ahead in the British drive from 

Eritrea to Addis Ababa, capi- 
tal of Ethiopia, but with Scottish 
and Indian troops pouring past 
fallen Cheren, Eritrean stronghold, 
and with Mussolini’s battered Al- 
pineri retreating toward, Asmara, 
Eritrean capital, it hardly seems 
likely today. 

Italy’s complete defeat in this 
East Africa theater of war is now 
definitely indicated. 

Cheren has been written off by 
the Italjans, as announced out of 
Cairo Thursday night, simultane- 
ously with the news of the fall of 
Harar, Ethiopia’s second city and 


Kenye forces are crowding Dire- 
dawa and the railway to Addis 
Ababa, pushing along the cliffs 
toward the final stand which the 
Duke of Aosta, Viceroy of Ethiopia 
and commander of the ill-fated 
Fascists, proposes to make at 
Awash. 

Finally, free Belgian forces, with 
British comrades, are striking at 
the disorganized foe in the western 
Ethiopian bush. 


Scaled Sheer Heights. 


Cheren was taken under an ava- 
lanche of shells and bombs after a 
two-month operation in smother- 
ing dust and ghastly heat. British 
troops trained in frontier fighting 
in Afghanistan made incredible 
ascents up sheer walls 2000 feet 
high, hauled artillery by hand into 
crevasses in high peaks, inched 
through canyons where machine- 
gun fire was ceaseless and bullets 
seemed to fall directly from the 
sky. 

Cheren’s defenders were some 
35,000 of the Duke of Aosta’s best 
troops, who fought with profession- 
al zeal and competence. Even when 
the commanding heights were tak- 
en two weeks ago, they stood up 
uncompromisingly to inevitable 
slaughter. 

Instead of retreating during the 
12 deadly days, they stormed and 
captured the cliffs in counterat- 
tacks and left the rocky crannies 
strewn with their dead. 

British and neutral military ob- 
servers pay high tribute to their 
courage and leadership and point 
out that Mussolini’s high command 
attached importance to this battle 
far beyond the worth of Cheren or 
the little railroad that serves it. 


Morale Cracking. 


For some reason, this spot was 
made an arena for vindication of 
the pride of Italian arms. The 
Italian radio boasted of it and 
communiques from Ethiopia talked 
of nothing else. Italians at home 
who had been reading of defeats in 
Libya were given the news of 
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That is why most observers think 
the major part of Italy’s crackup 
has already happened. A phycho- 
logical as well as physical defeat 
goes with the Savoia Grenadiers 
on the road to Asmara. It is ad- 
mitted that the Italians could make 
effective resistance every five miles 
between Cheren and Addis Ababa— 
but will they? The opinion is that 
they will not.,

BRITISH KEEP NEWS FROM U.S. 
TO AVOID PROPAGANDA CHARGE 


Instance Given as Silence on Losses 
at Sea of American Arms 
ts. 


LONDON, 
information regarding the situa- 
tion of Great Britain still is being 
withheld from the American peo 
ple on the ground the Americans 
would regard it as British propa- 
ganda. 

The most recent example is te 
be found in the British Govern- 
ment’s attitude toward the torpedo- 
ing and bombing of American 
arms shipments en route to Britain. 
The British Cabinet Ministers long 
since have stopped announcing that 
no American shipments have been 
lost. With shipping losses more 
than’ 75,000 tons weekly, it is self- 
evident some such cargoes have 
been lost. 

While the total losses of such 
cargoes cannot be announced for 
security reasons, it is obvious that 
a few instances are definitely 
known to the Germans and might 
be disclosed without enlightening 
the enemy. Yet the British au- 
thorities refuse to say anything 
on this matter on the ground that 
they would appear to be forcing the 
American Government’s hand. 


ITALY CONSIDERS TRANSFER 
OF ITS SHIPS TO MEXICO 


MEXICO CITY, March 29 (AP). 
—Italian Minister Count Alberto 
Marchetti disclosed today that Italy 
and Mexico were negotiating on 
the transfer to Mexico of several 
of the 10 Italiati vessels now anch- 
ored in Mexican ports. 

The Minister reported that thus 
far he and the Foreign Office had 
“only exchanged impressions,” but 
expressed confidence some agree- 
ment for turning over from three 
to five of the ships would be made. 

There has been agitation in the 
Mexican Senate to requisition six 
of the Italian craft to settle an 
unpaid balance Italy is alleged to 
owe Mexico for petroleum shipped 
before the war. 

Marchetti said earlier this week: 
“Italy owes Mexico nothing.”

Jury Finds H. D. Jones Hired Men 
to Blow Up Construction Jobs 
Employing CIO Members. 

AKRON, O., March 29 (AP).— 
A jury found today that Harry D. 
Jones, 46 years old, vice-president 
of the Ohio Federation of Labor 
(AFL), hired two men to dynamite 
three construction projetts employ- 
ing rival CIO unionists. 

The jury convicted Jones on a 
three-count indictment charging 
malicious destruction of property. 
The statutory penalty is one to 
seven years’ imprisonment on each 
count.. Judge Frank H. Harvey 
will rule Monday on a new trial 
motion. Jones, business agent for 
an operating engineers’ union, did 
not testify.

AFL MOVIE WORKERS REJECT 
FIVE-YEAR CONTRACT OFFER 


Union Propos : to Continue Nego- 
tiations for Increased 
Pay. 

A proposal by movie theater own- 
ers for a five-year contract for 
ushers, ticket takers and sellers 
and cleaners was rejected by the 
AFL Theatrical Employes’ Local 
Union B2, which expects to con- 
tinue negoti..tions for higher wages, 
the union announced yesterday. 

The owners’ proposition, reject- 
ed at a meeting of the union Fri- 
day night, provides no wage in- 
crease for two years; an increase of 
2% cents an hour the third year 
and an additional 2% cents th 
fourth year. Present wage scales, 
under a 1937 agreement, are 40 
cents an hour for ticket sellers and 
takers, 35 cents for ushers and $1 
to 40 cents for cleaners. 

In rejecting the proposal, the un- 
ion contended that theater em- 
ployes are entitled to a small in- 
crease immediately, with an addi- 
tional increase later. Pickets were 
posted recently in front of sevéral 
neighborhood theaters, but were 
withdrawn when negotiations be- 
gan.

By the fourth round the bout 
virtually had been decided. This 
round was the longest, lasting four 
and one-half minutes and Mike paid 
dreadfully for not going to the 
ground earlier, One eye was closed;

the other was “gibbous,” as one 
account described. The right side 
of Mike’s face was slashed like a 
cube steak and his head was swollen 
half again its normal size. His 
mouth was a “bloody chasm,” one 
scribe wrote. 

Mike was game. Kelly wanted 
to toss in the towel. Mike threat- 
ened to “wreck” him if he did. 
And the men went at it again. 

The end came in the seventh 
with Mike virtually blind, blood 
streaming from many cuts, face 
knocked all awry and ribs raw 
from the incessant pounding. 

Allen shouted to Kelly: “It’s 
a shame to keep such a man be- 
fore me, Take him out!” 

But the inexorable code of the 
ring demanded that Mike. go on. 
So he did, for a time. Eventually 
even Mike’s second sickened and 
he tossed in the signal of defeat. 
“It’s no use, Mike. You haven’t the 
ghost of a chance!” 

And so, by this complete vic- 
tory, Allen gained sweet revenge 
for his wrongs of four years before 
and a right to claim the world 
championship. 


| When St. Louis Was Fight 
| Center of the World 


OW the world championship 
near St. Louis and was won 
in 1873 the following record, 
“All Sports Record Book,” reveals: 


1871—Jem Mace and Joe Co- 
burn (veteran rival English world 
title claimants) returned from 
retirement and fought twice 
without result. Their first fight 
was stopped by police. They met 
again near St. Louis, Nov. 31, 
1871, stopped punching without 
explanation, then jumped out of 
the ring. The referee called it 
a “draw.” Coburn then retired. 
_ 1873—Mace, 42 years old, re- 
tired, devoted his subsequent 
days to teaching boxing and died 
long afterwards, aged 80. 

1873—Mike McCoole and Tom 
Allen, rival claimants for the 
American title for several years, 


came to be fought on an island 
by a resident of the Mound City 
compiled by Frank Menke in his 


American title in 1869 and Mc- 
Coole had been given a decision 
on a questionable foul.) They 
fought again near St. Louis Sept. 
23 and Allen claimed the “world” 
title. McCoole retired, 

1876—Joe Goss, rated next to 
Mace in England, arrived in the 
United States and fought Allen 
near Covington, Ky. Allen was 
disqualified* for fouling in the 
twenty-first round and Goss be- 
came the world champion.

modernizing of its battle command has 
brought to the top a small coterie of officers 
in whom is vested supreme tactical authority 
over the nation’s first rampart of defense. 
They are immediately! responsible for the 
tempering of American.8ea power in days of 
peace, and its employment in time of war. 

Subject. only to the President and Secre- 
tary of the Navy, they now control 323 war- 
ships, 3070 airplanes and a personnel of ap- 
proximately 275,000—an establishment to be 
doubled in the next few years. Upon their pro- 
fessional character and skill might largely 
depend, in a crisis, the country’s destiny.

The Man and His Job. 


To those familiar with labor re- 
lations in the United States, the 
Conciliation Service means John R. 
Steelman, and Steelman means the 
Conciliation Service. No other 
board or bureau in Washington 
bears more unmistakably the im- 
print of the personality at the head 
of it; You can hear among his 
associates that Dr. Steelman was 
“hired by his own staff,” for when 
the directorship of the service fell 
vacant in 1937, the staff petitioned 
the Secretary of Labor for his ap- 
pointment:to the post. The indorse- 
ment was one of many, Steelman 
was named director, the second the 
service has had since its beginning 
in 1913, and he has remained on the 
job despite half a dozen commer- 
cial offers of considerably more 
than his governmental pay. Until 
lately this was $8000; it is now 
$8500. “INike this work,” Steelman 
explains simply. “I like to be do- 
ing something. alive.” 


A big, powerfully built man, 
Steelman at 40 is still possessed of 
the nervous energy that carried 
him from a Southern farm through 
his schooling in five colleges, on to 
a professorship of sociology and 
economics, and then to his post as 
the Government’s No. 1 labor con- 


ciliator. 
Born Near Thornton, Ark. 


He was born near the sawmill 
town of Thornton, Ark., the son of 
a farmer and logger. After three 
months in the army at the end of 
the last war, he set about the busi- 
ness of financing and getting a 
college education. His first degree, 
an A. B., was awarded him in 1922 
\by Henderson Brown College of 
Arkadelphia, Ark., with the rating 
of “best all-around student.” He 
went from there to Vanderbilt, 
where he received a master’s de- 
gree in sociology in 1924 and a 
Ph.B. in social ethics.and practical 
sociology in 1925. After additional 
studies at Peabody College in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., he attended Harvard 
in 1926 on a fellowship, as a gradu- 
ate student and instructor. An- 
other fellowship took him to the 
University of North Carolina, which 
gave him his doctorate in sociol- 
ogy and economics in 1928.

110 Commissioners. 


The service now has 110 commis- 
sioners of conciliation drawn from 
varied walks of life. Some have 
been trained as labor leaders; some 
came from management; some have 
been lawyers, some personnel di- 
rectors, and so on. Incidentally, as 
to lawyers, Steelman says they are 
likely to make either the best con- 
ciliators or the worst. New men are 
chosen with extreme care. When an 
applicant is under consideration, he 
is first passed upon by Steelman’s 
assistant and legal adviser, ‘Cari 
R, Schedler, and by the four re- 
gional supervisors of the service. If 
the vote is favorable, but not other- 
wise, he is passed on to Steelman 
for the final appraisal, Any re- 
gional director who votes for a 
man must be prepared to take him 
on his own staff, There are thou- 
sands of applicants each year, Steel- 
man says, including some men who 
have been: getting more than the 
$3000 to $4600 salaries paid in the 
service. This week he had among

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MR. HOOVER’S FAR-SIGHTED PLEA. 

Herbert Hoover is looking ahead to the day when 
peace shall again come to the world. He has seen 
the hatreds that followed the last war, hatreds so 
deep that they kept the starvation blockade clamped 
on Germany long after the armistite, and led to the 
tragic mistakes of the Versailles Treaty. So Mr. 
Hoover, in these words from his address at New 
Haven Friday night, pointed out what a profound 
influence for healing and reconstruction this country 
can be if it stays out of the war: re 

I am one who prays with all my being that 
America’s sons should not be sent to this war. 

If God grants that we become no more deeply 
involved than we are today, we may be able to 
bring a more constructive and warning voice to 
the peace table. If our moral reservoirs are not 
drained by the full passions of war, we may bring 
sanity and compassion. 

If our economic resources are still partly in- 
tact, we may be able to contribute something to 
restore another and better world. If our faith 
in democracy is held high amid the storms of 
War economy, we may yet keep the lamp of lib- 
erty alight. 

Mr. Hoover is thinking of America’s welfare when 
he counsels it to stay out of war. But the basis of his 
conviction is even broader: he is thinking of the 
world’s welfare as well. 

Britain is receiving generous aid from the ‘United 
States in response to Winston Churchill’s plea, “Give 
us the tools and we will finish the job.” There can 
be no denying, however, that after the war ends, all 
the nations will need the temperate voice of a great 
noh-combatant at the peace table, the resources of a 
wealthy nation to aid in the enormous task of re- 
construction, the flaming example of a democracy 
that has kept liberty alive through the war era. 

Mr. Hoover has made an eloquent, reasoned and 
devout plea for remaining at peace, 
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PIOUS DECLARATION FROM BERLIN. 

One of the official spokesmen in Berlin thought 
the Yugoslavs would have to go through with the 
Axis pact signed by their deposed government. These 
were the grounds: ‘ 

It is not customary for one government to 
rescind the actions of a previous one, at least not 
as regards international treaties,

“Not really.”

HE great body of Americans want Eng- 
land and France to win the present war. 
But there is a vast difference between 
sympathy with the Allies and a willingness 
to join with them in fighting Germany. 
This almost unanimous agreement in favor 
of non-intervention is based on the popular 
conviction that England and France are sure 
to win. If the tide of battle turns decisive- 
ly in Germany’s favor and we are bombard- 
ed from abroad with propaganda to the 
effect that the British and French are fight- 
ing our battle for us with their backs against 
the wall—how then will sentiment stack up 
for and against our entrance into the war? 
Before the tumult and the shouting begin, 


we Americans with no sentimental or ideo- 


logical axes to grind still have time to con- 
sider the issue of neutrality as against inter- 
vention in the light of national self-interest, 

The time to answer this question is now, 
while heads are clear, while emotions are 
still in check, and while our minds are. not 
subject to the urgency and pressure from 
abroad that is bound to come, | 


The sympathy of Americans goes out nat- 
urally to France and Great Britain in their 
struggle against a Power whose proclaimed 
policy is to destroy individual freedom every- 
where, But we do Britain and France no 
injustice in remembering that their own 
bungling following the last war was largely 
responsible for the dangerous position in 
which they find themselves now. 

Essentially, 
democracy but for survival as great Pow- 
ers. No one believes, however, that a vic- 
torious Germany could literally wipe out 
England and France—any more than those 
Powers were able, after the last war, to hold 
Germany and her allies in subjection. 

The United States is the one nation on 
earth which enjoys complete freedom to re- 
main neutral with impunity. We are com- 
pletely independent of the outside world, 
except for a few raw materials, It has been 
estimated that we could store up a suffi- 
ciency for less than the cost of a battleship. 

Our ocean barriers stili make us impreg- 
nable to attack, despite all progress in avia- 
tion. The strength of the United States, in 
terms both of- actual fighting forces and of 
wealth and industrial power to back them 
up, is the greatest the world-has ever known,

As to the immediate threat to us of a vic- 
torious Germany—it should be borne in

well-prepared and alert defense by us, ex- 
perts say that, even with the destruction of 
the British Navy by Germany, neither Hit- 
ler nor any conceivable combination of Pow- 
ers could successfully land an army in either 
North or South America. 

Given an army and a navy adequate to 
our needs, there is no reason why Americans 
for a long time to come cannot direct their 
energies to the pressing economic and po- 
litical problems within this nation itself. 

We entered the last war with 
no national debt. We emerged from it with 
a debt of 25 billion dollars. Today, largely 
because of economic factors directly attrib- 
utable to the war, we have a national debt 
of 45 billion dollars. q 

But if, despite this tremendous handicap, 
we should enter the present European war, 
what would it be likely to cost us? : 

Before the American Academy of Political 
Science,.Gen. Hugh 8. Johnson commented: 
“A few years of our engagement in a ma- 


jor, modern war at 30 billions a year could |

simply wipe out the capitalist and profits 
system in the United States.” There is every 
likelihood that it would. 

But I have mentioned only one of the 
costs of our participation in another Eu- 
ropean war. Human lives are also to be con- 
sidered—and. not only from the humanitari- 
an point of view. As our birth rate dimin- 


ishes, we are becoming a nation of old peo- 


ple. From the standpoint of national surviv- 
al, we simply cannot afford to speed up the 
aging processes already at work in this na- 
tion with the sacrifice of thousands of 
young men in another overseas war, 

There are other ways in which war would 
weaken the fiber of the nation, Medical care 
of the civilian population declines; war diets 
weaken the resistance of the population to 
diseases. At least one major epidémic is 
to be expected in every war period. 

Education is crippled; moral and religious 
standards crack under the strain of mass 
war hysteria; free speech, free press, free 
assembly are “forbidden thoughts.” 

The moral and mic wreckage which 
will inevitably fol our intervention in a 
major war would without any question pro- 
long, perhaps perpetuate, a dictatorship but 
little changed from the iron military rule 
under which even democracies must carry 
on a major war. In this dictatorship, pri- 
vate property would be a thing of the past, 
and government would play much the same 
role here as in Russia and.Germany today.

There is a way of staying out of this war 
and of benefiting both ourselves and the 
world while doing so. The means are sim-

medium stature, erect and dapper, 
meres ea ruddy and  bespec- 
tacled. At first glance, in mutfti, 
he might be taken for a bookkeeper 
instead of one of the world’s great- 
est authorities on naval gunnery. 
He is known throughout the serv- 
ice as “Betty” Stark, and thereby 
hangs a tale which he relates with 
gusto. 

When he entered the Naval 
Academy, his surname recalled a 
famous anecdote of Gen. John 
Stark and the Battle of Bennington 
in the Revolution. The Annapolis 
textbook mistakenly gave the name 
of the hero’s wife as “Betty” in- 
stead of “Molly.” So that Naval 
Cadet Stark, while a plebe, was 
compelled to stand whenever an 
upper classman entered his room 
and declaim heroically: “Men, we'll 
beat them today, or Betty Stark’s 
a widow!” The mistake had been 
rectified by the time Lioyd C., 
Stark, who is not related to the 
Admiral, entered the Naval Acad- 
emy nine years later. Whenever 
they correspond, the Chief of Naval 
Operations and the former Gover- 
nor of Missouri sign themselves, 
respectively, “Betty” and “Molly.” 

Each year the first class at An- 
napolis publishes a brochure called 
“The Lucky Bag,” in which traits 
and foibles of the graduates are 
hit off. To each, by way of motto, 
is assigned a quotation from classi- 
cal literature. In the issue of 1908, 
Harold R. Stark figured as a mem- 
ber of the academy crew and lead- 
er of the chapel choir. He was de- 
scribed as “excessively musical” 
and as “making the day hideous 
with his singing.” In tribute to a 
notable appetite, the motto select- 
ed for him was a line of Francis 
Thompson, the poet: “Hungry as 
the grave!” 

“Wild to Row a Boat.” 

The Chief of Naval Operations is 
still a lover of music, but no longer 
warbles in public. His vocal out- 
pourings, if any, are limited to the 
privacy of the bathroom. On the 
other hand, his digestion remains 
hearty, and on occasion the former 
crew member succumbs to an irre- 
sistible impulse to grasp an oar. 
He has been known to commandeer 
a naval amphibian at Anacostia, 
Va., fly to Lake Carey, Pa., where 
he has a summer shack, and spring 
ashore with the explanation: “I 
was wild to row a boat!” 

In youth he was also devoted to 
sailing, and soon after he was 
graduated from Annapolis applied 
for service on the navy’s last wind- 
jammer, the old Hartford. His fa- 
vorite avocations are motoring, 
golf and reading. Although the de- 
partment supplies him With a sedan 
and chauffeur, he prefers to drive 
his own roadster. At golf he delib- 
erately cultivates a score of 100 or 
more, on the ground that players in 
the 80 class suffer from nervous 
strain through taking the sport too 
seriously. Since he became Chief 
of Naval Operations, Stark com- 
plains, he has found time for only 
three games of golf, and his read- 
ing has been confined mostly to of- 
ficial records, 

He is something of a phrase- 
maker. In a radio address on Navy 
day, Oct. 27, 1940, he coined a say- 
ing that won national currency: 
“Dollars can’t buy yesterday.” As 
the navy’s No. 1 contact man with 
Congress, he stated ‘before the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, as 
long ago as Jan. 15, 1940, that “the 
defeat of the allies must be re- 
garded as a possibility.” He was 
denounced as an alarmist. But the 
late Lord Lothian, British Ambas- 
sador, praised him for “compre- 
hending the seriousness of the sit- 
uation.” In addition to the D. 8. 
M., Stark was decorated with the 
Mexican Service Medal, Victory 
Medal of the World War and Or- 
der of the Crown of Italy,

O. Flikke, superintendent of army. nurses, sat at her desk and said, 

“The army needs nurses desperately right now.” In the closely 
guarded Navy Building, Sue 8. Dauser, superintendent of navy nurses, 
voiced a plea for immediate volunteers for the Naval Reserve Nurse 
Corps. At the Red Cross headquarters, Mary Beard, national director 
of the Red Cross Nursing Service, said, “In the shadow of a great 
emergency we are launching an all-out mobilization to increase our 
Red Cross First Reserve by one-third its present number.” 

Acting under orders from the Surgeons General of the United 
States Army and Navy, these three women last October began the 
job of gearing the expansion of the nurse corps of the army and 
navy to the mobilization of the National Guard, the calling up of 
draftees under the Selective Service Proclamation and the strengthen- 
ing of our naval forces. 

At first the job was easy. From the roster of qualified nurses 
of the Red Cross First Reserve, 1250 young women cheerfully fulfilled 
their pledge to drop all else and serve when called. Of these 1250, 
the army claimed 1200, the navy 50. Then the going got harder; vol- 
unteers came in smaller numbers. Now the demand has overtaken 
the supply and the army and navy and the Red Cross have .com- 
bined in issuing a call for help. , 

“One thousand nurses are needed by the army right now,” Maj, 
Julia O. Flikke told this correspondent, “and we must anticipate the 
need for additional thousands. In 1940, army hospital facilities totaled 
22,000 beds. When the present building program is completed, the 
army will have almost three times that many beds to watch over, a 
total of 62,000. These beds will be occupied by American boys learn- 
ing to defend America; your brothers, cousins, nephews and neigh- 
bors—boys from home. Who will take care of them when they are 
sick and injured?” <4 

The first call for army service was for 4000 nurses. to féport’for 
a year’s duty by July, 1941. By July, 1942, that number must be 
doubled, and it is even possible, says Maj. Flikke, that 10,000 reserves 
in the Army Nurse Corps may be needed by that time. 

An emergency also exists in the Naval Reserve Nurse Corps. Faced . 
_with the broad expansion in the medical and hospital facilities of the 
‘Navy Department, the Navy Nurse Corps is still short some 450 

nurses of its 1500 First Reserve goal. 

“To provide for the emergency, the Naval Reserve Nurse Corps 
must be enlarged considerably,” Sue S. Dauser, superintendent of navy 
nurses, explained. “We need nurses now to serve as long as the 
navy needs them and we also need- nurses who can come along later 
as the navy expands and needs a larger reserve nursing corps.” 

Official ‘reservoir of nurses from which both army and navy 
‘draw their staffs is the First Reserve of the Red Cross Nursing Serv- 

ice. No nurse may enroll in the Red Cross First Reserve unless she 
agrees to serve with the army or navy in time of a national emer- 
gency, and to keep pace with the increases in the demands for both 
army and navy nurses, the Red Cross is now asking for at least 
10,000 volunteers for its First Reserve. 

“At first glance it would appear that the Red Cross First Reserve, 
which now numbers around 22,000, would be large enough to satisfy 
all demands of the army, navy and even the Red Cross Disaster Re- 

' lief Service,” says Mary Beard, national director of the Red Cross 
Nursing Service, “but there are several reasons why a First Reserve 
nurse might be turned down by the army or navy. One is age and 
physical standards. Military authorities are anxious to employ com- 
petent nurses with the stamina of youth. Another reason for rejec-

YOUNG woman majoring in

To believe in the possibility of 
such a procedure is to have a curi- 
ous misconception of the nature 
and the possibilities of music criti- 
cism, First of all, this belief im- 
plies that there is a_ single 
over-all truth about every perform- 
ance of music and about every sin- 
gle unit of music which a suffi- 
ciently well informed critic should 
be capable of pronouncing. Second- . 
ly—and as a sort of corollary of 
the first—it implies that if one 
pronouncement is right or approxi- 
mately right every other must be 
wrong or nearly so. 


x * * 

THERE IS NO over-all truth 
about music or any phase of music 
which is accessible to the mind of 
any One man. There are only facts 
of limited application—such as the 
fact that a violin has four strings, 
that Flagstad is a soprano and that 
the Marche Funebre of Beethoven's 
“Erioica” symphony is marked 
“adagio.” True enough the facts 
on which a critié is reporting when 
he reviews a performance of a sym- 
phony or an opera, are very com- 
plex and have an existence only in 
time. For that reason there is fre- 
quent disagreement between experts 
on phenomena which supposedly 
are factual and therefore not sub- 
ject to differences of opinion. But 
even if a body of facts could be de- 
termined as indisputably as the 
statistics in a baseball box-score 
and even if a critic had in his 
mind every known fact concerned 
with music, what he had to say 
about the performance of a sym- 
phony still would be only the ex- 
pression of his own subjective con- 
dition, under a certain impact. 

His general conclusions about per- 
formances—about any phase of mu- 
sic for that matter — should be 
judged on the basis of their interest 
for the reader rather than their 
truth. For who, after all, is to say 
what is the truth? So if a critic 
can present his arguments with a 
certain plausibility and—still better 
—a certain admixture of honesty 
and charm he has fulfilled § the 
greater part of his function. 


x* * * 

WHAT I AM getting at is that 
criticism does not and cannot deal 
with absolute values, but is simply 
the record of an individual reac- 
tion. Such a reaction may. be in- 
teresting or not, and in some cases 
may be so eloquently uttered or so 
persuasively argued that it will 
strike many readers as being irre- 
futably true. But it can only be 
true in relationship to the critic's 
own system ‘of values and never in 
any absolute sense. 

Another person may have a dif- 
ferent system. If that is so, there 
ig the clear possibility that two 
persons who agree on all the facts 
may have opposed opinions.

For night-club shows she re- 
hearses one afternoon a week. Re- 
cordings also cut into her leisure 
time. 

Schedules kept by the canary on 
tours would give a storm trooper a 
nervous breakdown. Sometimes, 
moving from movie house to cam- 
pus to hotel and country club for 
months at a time, trips between 
one-night stands may be as long as 
400 miles. When a lower berth or 
a reclining seat in a bus or airliner 
is likely to be home, pressing dress- 
es and keeping hair waved present 
problems. Bands with chain radio 
broadcasts often must return week- 
ly to New York from distant spots 
in the country. 

“But the business manager takes 
care of most everything for you on 
the road,” explains Connie Haines, 
four-foot eleven Savannah, Jackson- 
ville and Miami gif] who sings with 
Tommy Dorsey, and who, found at 
dusk, was breakfasting on broiled 
chicken and a raspberry tart, 
after a good day’s sleep, about to 
goon the air with her band. 

' “T just pack up after a show and 
follow the others to the hotel or 
train,” she says. “I rarely ask 
what my destination is or know 
what city I’m in when I wake up 
in the afternoon.”

NEW YORK, March 22. 
RRESPECTIVE of the merits of 
Uncle Sam’s quarrel with “Uncle 
Joe” Schenck, who deducted 

nearly a half-million dollars. in 
three years’ income tax.returns for 
entertainment expense as chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the 
Twentieth Century-Fox Film Cor- 
poration, almost everyone is agreed 
that it’s nice work if you can get 
it. 


Uncle Joe supported yachts, man- 
sions, luxurious apartments, race 
tracks, gambling establishments, an 
assortment of blondes and bru- 
nettes, notable members of the film 
colony and a feverish impulse to 
fill inside straights by placing most 
of the cost of these duties on his 
expense account as the price of do- 
<ing business in Hollywood. But 
Uncle Sam thought it looked like 
monkey business and indicted 
Uncle Joe for income tax evasion. 


There wasn’t a dry eye on Wil- . 


shire boulevard when the blow fell. 
If all. the tears in Beverly Hills 
had been collected in the swimming 
pools of the Hollywood stars, the 
result would have enabled Cecil de 
Mille to film an epic of the sea. 
It’s hard“to dislike a man who per- 
sists in trying to fill inside 
straights at high-stake poker, 
whose public charities would fill a 
book and whose private philanthro- 
pies would fill a gossip column, It 
was almost like ‘handing Santa 
Claus a ticket on Christmas eve 
for parking his sleigh in front of a 
fireplug. 

For whatever his other misdeeds, 
Joseph M. Schenck—Uncle Joe with 
a heart as big as his pocketbook— 
was never before accused of being 
a chiseler. That was the cruelest 
cut of all! 


The accounts of his impulsive 
gestures of generosity are legion. 
Laid end to end they literally reach 
from coast to coast—from Times 
Square to Hollywood and Vine. The 
chances are that if someone heaved 
an ashtray from the window of a 
Broadway hotel on a busy theatrical 
evening, it would fall smack dab on 
the head of some person who had 
profited by knowing Joe Schenck, 
and no doubt many of them would 
deserve it, because Schenck Was 
never very choosey about his 
friends. His insatiable desire for 
companionship led to a variety of 
associates that would make the of- 


ficial greeter at an Elks’ conven- 
tion look like a hermit by com- 
parison. 

“You have to know Joe Schenck 
to like him, but you don’t have to 
know him very well,” one motion 
picture company executive told this 
reporter. “Here’s the kind of a guy 
he is. If I took you up to his room 
here to introduce you and we found 
him packing for a trip, say to Palm 
Springs, we’d chat awhile and then 
he’d ask, rather shyly: “What are 
you doing for the next couple of 
weeks? Why don’t you come along 
with me?’ If I said yes, he’d ask: 
‘Well, how about your friend, here, 

If we'd 
go, he’d be the most delighted man 
in the world and make us feel we 
were doing him a favor to let him 
pay our expenses.

ic me when I was his guest 
at Agua Calienta. He hardly 
knew me. I had gambled and lost 
heavily, lost more, in fact, than I 
used to figure I'd make in my whole 
lifetime.

My face must have been a 
mile long, because when ‘Schenck 
came along he stopped and asked 
me if I was in trouble. I told him

“That was easier said than done, 
so a little later I went back to the 
gambling room. I stood behind 
Schenck, watching him play and 
win prodigious sums. He turned 
and said: ‘Go away from me, you're 
bad luck,’ and as I turned away a 
little hurt, he added: ‘You've got 
a stake in this, too.’ I didn’t know 
just what he meant until later that 
night he handed over ‘his winnings 
to me, making up almost every cent 
I had lost. It would take a long 
time to convince me. ‘that Joe 
Schenck was a chiseler.” 

There is another story that is 
even more characteristic, perhaps, 
of the orthodox conduct of’ this 
genial, slightly pudgy, 58-year-old 
Santa Claus of the motion picture 
industry. His claim to the title was 
clearly established by the testimony 
of Government witnesses who had 
enjoyed his lavish hospitality and 
benefited by his weakness for in- 
side straights.

A few 
minutes before train time, he 
turned to a stranger behind -him 
and whispered: “Play these until I 
come back, will you?” Uncle Joe 
ran for his train, and as far as he 
knows, the. kibitzer is still playing. 


Coming events in the ‘trial first 
cast their shadow when Arthur and 
Leonard Marx, “Harpo” and 
“Chico” of the Marx Brothers, were 
called to the stand to testify if 
they had frequently been: guests of 
the motion picture magnate.

Schenck deduct- 
ed one-half the cost of operation, 
about $40,000, as a business expense 
in 1937. Capt. Johnson told of 
various cruises of the Caroline 
which lay at anchor most of the 
time because Schenck and some of 
his guests were subject to sea-sick- 
ness, which cramped their style. 
Among guests from time to time 
aboard the yacht were Lady Ash- 
ley and her late husband, Douglas 
Fairbanks; Darryl Zanuck, Con- 
stance Bennett, Louis B..

New Orleans and my mouth 
started to water in reading about 
the fine Creole food that they are 
enjoying. There are many Creole 
specialties to be had in New Or- 
leans, but perhaps the most famous 
one is oysters Rockefeller that 
originated in Antoine’s restaurant

AS TO THE other patterns, the 
big, cabbagey roses of Victorian 
flavor seems to retain their popu- 
larity, getting bigger by the mo- 
ment. Stripes in every width and 
every combination of color still 
“geem to lead the field in geometric 
patterns, although plaids are com- 
ing on apace, the bolder the better. 
There are many attractive patterns 
designed to look like: draped fabrics 
or cascades of lace which are par- 
ticularly suited to bedroom or pow- 
der room, and there are several 
quaint florals made to resemble 
chintz. Amongst the many typical 
nursery patterns, the one that ap- 
pealed particularly had a wide dia- 
mond pattern created from the al- 
phabet and numbers with little 
animal figures interspersed. 


As to color, practically every- 
thing is seen, although to me it 
seemed that the newest designs 
were usually worked out in either 
clear, strong colors or in rather 
deep, rich tones, .with the pastels 
and the grayed shades decidedly 
secondary in favor.

The res- 
taurant thinks so well of its fa- 
mous specialty that every diner 
gets a postcard, like the one [I just 
received, and on the postcard is 
printed a number which informs 
the guests how many orders of oys- 
ters Rockefeller have gone their 
merry way. 

Another ingenious restaurateur, 
was Frederick of Tour-d‘Argent 
fame, His specialty was Caneton ala 
Presse, which means a duck that 
has been roasted in a hot oven only 
long enough to brown ‘the skin, so 
that when the breast is carved the 
juices flow with it. The frame of 
the duck is then put in a large 
press and the juice is squeezed 
out to form the basis of 
the sauce. In the year of 1890 
Frederick started to keep account 
of all the ducks served in his place, 
and when he passed on the new 
owners continued the count. When 
I was in Paris in the summer of 
1927.my duck a la press was listed 
as 85,566.

tion is that many nurses cannot 
be spared from the important posts 
they hold in civil life. Comman- 
ders of the Army Corps Areas have 
been instructed not to encourage 
nurses to volunteer who are en- 
gaged in essential public health 
activities, in teaching or in admin- 
istrative positions.” 

As the thousands of nurses who 
constitute the cream of the Red 
Cross First Reserve nursing crop 
are being inducted into service by 
the army and navy, their places 
must be filled. “Ang it is to the 
24,000 young women who graduate 
each year from accredited schools 
of nursing that the Red Cross 
Nursing Service -is directing the 
plea for volunteers. 

“I wish,” says Mary Beard, “that 
every young woman who is near 
graduation from a nursing school 
would answer our plea that she 
be a Red Cross nurse by the time 
she becomes a. registered nurse. 
Let her last physical examination 
before becoming a registered nurse 
be her physical examination for 
her final Red Cross papers.” 

For the benefit of those young 
women who might fit into the role 
of nurse in national] defense, this 
correspondent secured the following 
tables of détails giving qualifica- 
tions, benefits and privileges of 
army and navy nurses: 

THE ARMY NURSE OORPS, 

(Qualifications. ) 

Age: Regulars, 22-30 years. Re- 
serves, serving one year, 21-40 
years. Single. 

Education: Graduate, high school 
and accredited school of nursing. 

Professional requirements: Mem- 
ber Red Cross First Reserve and 
A. N. A. 

Health: Strict physical examina- 
tion. 

Salary: For first three years, $70 
per month, plus maintenance; paid 
by the army. 

Hours: Except under unusual 
circumstances, duty will not ex- 
ceed eight hours per day. Full 
month vacation with pay. 

Stations: Reserve army nurses 
stationed at army general hos- 
pitals, dispensaries, posts and 
camps in United States. Regular 
corps members in addition as- 
signed to Hawaii, Puerto Rico and 
Philippines. 

Benefits: Dental, medical, hos- 
pital care as needed. Retired with 
pay for life in event of disability 
incurred in line of duty. Regulars 
retired with pay for life after 30 
years of service. 

Privileges: Reserve nurses on 
active duty are accorded same 
privileges as regulars. They are 
free to do as they wish on off-duty 
hours. Since army nurses enter 
the service wil relative rank of 
Second Lieutenant, they may join 
officers’ club at their post, where 
they may enjoy golf, tennis, swim- 
ming and. other club activities. 
THE NAVY NURSE COBPS. 

(Qualifications. ) 
Age: Regulars, 22-28years. Re- 
serves, 21-40 years. Single. 

Education: Graduate, high school 
and approved school of nursing. 

Professional requirements: State 
registration. Membership in Red 
Cross First Reserve or accredited 
nursing association is desirable. 

Health: Physical examination by 
navy or Naval Reserve medical of- 
ficer. 

Salary: First three years, $70 per 
month, plus maintenance; paid by 
navy. 

Hours: Eight consecutive per 
day. Full month vacation with pay 
each year. 

Stations: Naval hospitals in 
United States, Guam, Samoa, Cuba, 
Hawaii, Philippines, Panama; hos- 
pital ships and naval transports. 

Benefits: Dental, medical, hos- 
pital care as needed. Retired with 
pay for life in event of disability 
incurred in line of duty. Regulars

‘Staged and directed by Orson 
Welles, sensational young impresa- 
rio of radio and screen, the play 
sacrifices none of Wright's preach- 
ment against society's treatment 
of the Negro. But the intense ac- 
tion’ of the drama, fascinating 
though it may be, serves only to 
garble the message, livered in 
the third act by an attorney who is 
defending Bigger Thomas for mur- 
der. Bigger Thomas, as readers of 
the novel know, is %me of thou- 
sands of ignorant Negro youths 
who lives, befuddled, in a world of 
poverty and scorn. At one moment 
he is a relentless killer, at the next 
a frightened animal. ; 


Through circumstances for which 
he is not accountable, he murders 
the daughter of the employer 
who befriended him in an act of 
tolerance. Without going into the 
details of this scene, it will suf- 
fice to say that .it will be revised 
if the play ever goes on the road 
to the South. After the murder, 
he is at once a craven and a con- 
queror. He fears retribution; he 
has defied the world that has stifled 
him. 

He is captured after flight in 
the course of which he. cruelly 
murders his own sweetheart, Bes- 
sie, renamed Clara in the play for 
some inexplicable reason. In court, 
his lawyer makes a futile, humani- 
tarian plea for his life, contending 
that society, not Bigger Thomas, 
was responsible for the death of 
Mary Dalton. It is the same plea 
that has been made for every mur- 
derer, white or black, who has 
killed for other than gain, since 
lawyers for the accused became ac- 
quainted with the philosophy of 
Clarence Darrow. It is sound phi- 
losophy, but it won’t prevent guilty 
verdicts so long as the rules of the 
game apply to substitutes as well 
as to the varsity.

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 Yugoslavia’s situation now is made clear by this map. showing how 
the Serbian army was crushed in two months in 1915. Serbia (now 
the southern part of Yugoslavia) had repulsed three Austrian invasions 
in 1914, but at the cost of 100,000 casualties.- In October, 1915, two 
German-Austrian armies under Marshal Mackensen crossed the 
Danube and the Sava and drove south down the Morava and Drina 
valleys. At the same time, two Bulgarian armies struck west across 
the mountains on the Serb flank, and by taking Skoplje and Babuna 
Pass separated the Serbs from the small, too long delayed Anglo- 
French relieving force advancing north from Salonika, and cut off the.
